Anguish overSuttonbec auS eFigurc2ofSuttou seems to illustrate a doorhandle opener having 
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an angle of 65 degrees between the two portions, tbe specification of Sutton, in Tact, teaches away 
from an angle of 65 degrees. More particularly, the Applicant notes that Sutton clearly indicates, 
otx column 2 at lines 54-56, that, "...the four burnt* 1 2 on h intie 1 Q function to LTM IT the o pening 
of the hinge 10 to approximately 45 degrees . 

By contrast, the present invention describes a device having a first plate portion in 
spaced relation to the second plate portion to form a substantially right angle about a central point 
of from 60 degrees to 85 degrees. This is completely absent from the device described in Sutton, and 
the Applicant respectfully submits that amended independent claim 1, as amended in the previous 
Response, is distinguishable from the device disclosed in Sutton, and, moreover, would not at all be 
obvious from anything provided in Sulton. All dependent claims are patentable over the prior art 
cited for at least the same reasons as those provided for the independent claims from which the 
dependent claims depend. 

Reconsideration and allowance are respectfully requested in view of the Remarks above.
